TO IRWIN COUNTY 


To Prevent Lynching of 
Bostwick. 


Gov. Brown Orders Companies 
From Albany and Fitzgerald 
to the Scene---Troops Have to 
Walk 14 Miles to Where the 
Desperado Is Barricaded. 


Acting upon instructions of Gov- 
ernor Brown, Adjutant General A. J. 
Bcott lest night ordered companies 
from Albany and Fitzgerald to go to 
Irwin county by special train to pre- 


vent the lynching of W. H. Bostwick. 

When General Scott was leisurely 
returning home from church at 9:30 
o'clock, he was told that someone had 
been for some time trying to get him 
on the phone. He was soon put into 
communication with Governor brown, 
who, after explaining the _ sltuation, 
authorized him to take whatever steps 
Might seem necessary. 

By 10:30 o'clock General Scott had 
ordered Captain Charles A., Delang, of 
Fitzgerald, to muster Company C, First 
infantry, Fitzgerald Guards, and hold 
them in readiness for instant action. 

Company Ordered Out. 


After hurrying to his office in the 
capitol and considering further reports 
which showed the undoubted urgencv 
of the situation, the general called uv 
Captain DeLang over the long dis- 
tance phone and ordered him to sound 
the riot alarm, charter a special train 
for Irwinville and take his company 
there and report to Sheriff J. P. Mc- 
Innis for information. 

Then ensued a long walt. Finally. 
about 11:45 o'clock, the clerk of the 
county court called up and. reported 
that Bostwick had not yet been lynch- 
ed. but was still barricaded in his, 
house. He stated further that the 
Bostwick place was about 14 miles 
from Irwinville, and that the troops, 
after arriving at the station, would 
have to walk the distance unless wag- 
ons could be procured to carry them. 

At 1:45 o'clock this morning, General 
Scott received the report from Irwin- 
gille that Sheriff McInnis was dying 
“rom the .wounds..he.received while 
trying to arrest Bostwick. As the 
sheriff is very popular in the com- 
munity it is feared that the anger of 
the people wil! be aroused to such a 
pitch that they will make every en- 
deavor to effect a lynching. 

Later General Senott telephoned to 
Albany and ordered Captain C. W. Save 
to proceed to the scene with his com- 
pany. 

Further attempts to get in 
with the mayor or town marshal 
Trivinville proved fruitless, 
thougwh Genera! Scott waited in readi- 
ness to order out another company of 
militia should conditions so demand, 
no further news was received up to 
an early hour this morning.

Shooting Straight, One Man in 
Irwin County Stands Of 


the Sheriff and a 
Large Posse 


BARRICADED IN HIS HOME 
WITH HIS’SIX CHILDREN, 
BOSTWICK DEFIES ARREST 


During the Night the Posse 
Fired Into Bostwick’s Home 
Repeatedly --- Posse Anxious 
Not to Injure Bostwick’s Little 
Children---Chief of Police Da- 
vis and Deputy Sheriff Shef- 
field Dead --- Sheriff McInnis 
Is Mortally Wounded. 


Ocilla, Ga., June 26.—Barricadgd in 
his home in the western part of this, 
Irwin county, W. H. Bostwick has re- 
sisted two attacks of officers today, 
killing two and wounding three others. 
He is a white man with a reputation 
for fighting proclivities and 
threatened to kill everybody who 
comes in range of his bullets. 

The local authoritres have asked 
Governor Brown for troops to storm 
the little house where the desperate 
man is hiding.

| Bostwick is well armed with rifle, 

shot-gun and pistol and has a good 

supply of ammunition, 

In the house with him are six of his 
children. 

The first attack on Bostwick’s fort 
was made at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
He was wanted on a misdemeanor 
charge and Sheriff McInnis, with Chief 
Davis and Deputy Sheriffs Bass and 
Tucker, went to arrest him. When 
‘they came within close range of his 
‘house Bostwick opened fire. Chief 
Davis fell dead and Bass Was wounded. 

Call For Reinforcements. 

The officers’ removed the dead and 
wounded and summoned a posse from 
Ocilla and Irwinville and surrounded 
ithe house. Sheriff McInnis, with 
| Deputies Tucker and Sheffield, led the 
onslaught and Bostwick killed Shef- 
| field instantly and wounded the two 


! 


other officers. 
All of the children in the house with 
Bostwick are small and some of them 


are little girls. 

It was stated late tonighat that 
Sheriff McInnis is probably very serti- 
ously shot, as a rifle bullet fourfa its 
way through his breast, in addition 
to his shot gun wounds. It is said 
he is fatally hurt. 

Information has just come that the 
troops from Fitzgerald will be here 
just as quickly as they can be mobiliz- 
ed and rushed here on a special train. 

Posse Firing at House. 

Efforts are being made to burn Bost- 
wick out of his house and it is said 
that after holding their fire until it 
was seen they could accomplish nothing 
in that way, the posse began firing 
tonight and that several! hundred shois 
were fired at-the house, where Bost- 
wick and his little children are hid- 
den. 

It was hoped this would draw the 
barricaded man out of his fort, but it 
had no effect. It is not known yet 
whether any of the bullets found a 
human mark. It is known that one 
of the I'ttle girls in the house is ill. 

Restwick's Bey Got Sherifi’s Gun. 

i When Sheriff McInnis fell, Bostwick 
/sent one of his little boys out to pick 
liap the officer's pistol, where it had 
| fallen. The boy came out in the face 


of the posse and picked up the pistol. 
He wes allowed to return unmolested. 
|; There probably were unexploded cart- 
ridges in the ¢hambers of the weapon. 

The posse is ready to save the lit- 
tle children if the fire drives Bostwick 
out. He is yet keeping . guard and 
shooting whenever anyone approaches 
the house. Whether the efforts made 
to burn the building will be success- 
ful,tonight cannot be foretold.

Washington, June 26.—Representa- 
tive Butler Ames, of Massachusetts, 
publicly announced his candidacy for 
the United States senate today in a 
formal statement embodying an ex- 
ceptionally bitter attack upon Sena- 
tor Henry Cabot Lodge. 

Mr. Ames in his statement says he 
becomes a candidate after having 
failed to induce anyone else to “také 
up the fight against Boss Lodge and 
his political machine.” 

What Ames Says of Lodge. 

These are some of the things Mr. 
Ames says about the senator and What 
he ascribes as the “Lodge machine.” 

“This machine, backed by all the 
large corporations and all the state ‘ 
and federal patronage at his command [ 
has for many years served a readv 
and efficient tool to crush out all po- 
litical ambitions, endeavors and opin- 
jons not sanctioned by Mn Lodge. 

“His orders have gone out to erush 
not only for his own political end, 
but to advance the selfish schemes of 
the large railroads, banking and man- 
ufacturing interests he gerves in the 
halls of congress as well as in the 
Massachusetts legislature.” 

“It is reported that in his present 
extremity, fearing to seek reelection 
On his long public record in congress 
and in the state, his one hope is nt 


Mr. Roosevelt may create new confi- 
in his behalf by speaking for 
him ag an old fricnd. It is hard to| 
believe that the former president 
would lend himself to the political sup- 
port of one, even though a friend, who 
has consistently viclated all the moral 
teachings of which he is the great ex- 
ponent.

“With direct primaries, it is uni- 
versally admitted that Mr. Lodge 
would have no possible chance of re- 
election.

<efeat the direct primary bill which 
had passed the house. 

“The defeat of Mr. Lodge and the 
termination of this machine will tend 
more than anything else to party suc- 
cess not only in the senate, but in 
the nation. It will restore confidence 
in the republican management by di- 
vorcing the legislature lobby from the

TONCS AT WAR: 
THREEMENSHOT, 
SEVEN ARRESTED 


Doody Baitle Is Fought Between 
Chinese Factions in 
New York City 


OVER FORTY SHOTS FIRED 
DURING THE BATTLE 


Members of One Tong Attack- 
ed While at a Banquet---The 
Police Reserves Are Called 
Out and a Cordon Thrown 
Around the Entire Chinese 
Quarter. 


New York, June 26.—The furtive 
tong war that sleeps but never dies 
in spite of threats, promises and sol- 
emn treaties, broke out this afternoon 
in Chinatown. In 90 seconds three 
Chinamen were shot, two of them 
fatally, a third was painfully wounded 
and more than 40 shots were fired, 
In the three minutes following, seven 
Chinamen had been arrested. 

It happened that the two thousandth 
anniversary of the founding of the so- 
ciety of the four brothers fell on this, 
the day of rest, and in its honor the 
members were to give a banquet in 
Pell street at 5 o’clock. A monster 
scarlet flag, scalloped in green, floated 
from the banquet hall and guests be- 
gan to arrive early from all parte of 
the city and even from neighboring 
towns. Sunday is market day for 
Chinatown. Then the streets are thick- 
est with sightseers, thén the chop suey 
restaurants thrive best and in remote 
back rooms, the dice rattle faster and 
the dominoes click sharper. 

Exact Cause Not Known. 

_It was in the midst of this restless, 
shuffling throng, sown thick with po- 
licemen, that the shooting began at 
just 4 o'clock. There is no certainty 
of the precise provocation, but it is 
generally understood in Chinatown 
that the Ong Leong Tong dld not relish 
the fact that Chu Hen, recently ac- 
quitted of the murder of an Ong Leong 
Tong man, was to be t: > guest of hon- 
or. The Hip Sing Tong, the Ong Leong 
Torg and the four brothers accupy 
each their own street, and no prudent 
member of one society trespasses on 
the territory of another. Pickets had 
been posted today at the ends of Pell 
street. by the four brothers and scouts 
of the Ong Leong Tong patrolled the 
adjacent boundary of Mott _ street. 
There were more policemen on the 
beat than usual, both because this was 
Sunday and because of the banquet.

Aeronaut Taylor Picked Up

New York, June 26.—In trying to 
make the “double drop” from a height 
of 1,000 feet this afternoon, George 
Taylor, a young Philadelphia aeronaut, 
fell several hundred feet, hanging from 
a disabled parachute, and was picked 
up unconscious but not fatally injured, 
at Belleville, N. J.

That he was desper- 
ate was evident to the deputy who saw 
him Friday. Yesterday Bostwick’'s 
wife and one of his seven children 
left the house and went to the home 
of some relatives, but the father re- 
fused to allow the other children te 
leave him. He is 40 years of age. 

Brave Deed By Sheriff, 

As soon as the first squad of officers 
came within sight of the house Bost- 
wick opened fire with a rifie, killing 
Davis in his tracks and wounding 
Bass, who for safety lay for some min- 
utes where he fell. Sheriff McInnis, 
in the face of Bostwick’'s rain of bul- 
lets, recovered Davis’ body and as- 
sisted Bass to a place of security. 
Sheriff McInnis then summoned rein- 
forcements and made the second at- 
tempt to kill or eapture Bostwick, The 
knowledge that the desperado had his 
children itn the house with him de- 
terred the officers from shooting ex- 
cept when they caught sight of Bost- 
wick. 

Under this handicap the officers, not- 
withstanding their numbers, could not 
cope with the now desperate Bost- 
wiek and within a few minutes Shef- 
field fell a victim to his shots, then 
Tucker and McInnis were wounded. 
Again, in the rain of a fire of bullets, 
the wounded men succeeded in drag- 
ging Sheffield’s body out of range. 

Troops Asked For. 

The neighborhood by this time was 
alarmed and the news of the killing 
and wounding of the officers had 
spread to nearby towns and soon the 
officers had a half hundred men _ to 
assist them. Sheriff’ McInnis swore 
each man in as a deputy sheriff and 
ordered the house surrounded, but in- 
structed that no Bhot be fired unless 
Bostwick came oft of the house. In 
the meantime he jhad dispatched a run- 
ner to the nearest telephone office with 
a message to Governor Brown to rush 
a company of troops to the scene post 
haste. A large number of citizens left 
Ocilla for the scene of the shooting 
tonight, well armed. 

Trying te Prevent Lynching. 

Irwinville, Ga, June 27.—Judge Sim- 
mons received a message at 1:30 this 
morning from the scene of the be- 
sieged home of W. H. Bostwick, 4 
miles from this place, saying that 
Bostwick was still barricaded in his 
home at that hour and the officers felt 
that they could prevent any attempt 
to lynch the desperado pending. the 
arrival of the Fitzgerald troops. A 
number of shots were exchanged to- 
night between the posse and Bost- 
wick, but it is believed that no one 
was injured. Several hundred armed 
men surround the home this morning. 

Judge Simmens notified Adjutant 
General Scott, at Atlanta, that he 
would have wagons ready upon the 
arrival of the Fitzgerald guards to 
transport the men across country to 
the Bostwick home. | pt

Presbyterian church, preached yester- 
day to a large congregation at his 
church, taking as the subject, ““Obedi- 
€nce to Law.” 

Dr. Little spoke in substance as fol- 
lows: 

“The church has nothing to do with 
the enactment or the enforcement of 
the law—it is not a legislative body. 
I would not ask the council of my 
@hurch to hear me discuss their busi- 
mess. Neither is it a judge or jury— 
the minister is not a police officer. 

Secure and Enforce Law, 

“But the church has much to do 
with arousing and guiding an honest 
end righteous opinion which will se- 
cure and enforce law. 

“This is the meaning of this incl- 
@ent—Christ takes a Roman coin. He 
did not make the revenue law of Rome. 
He knew it was unjust and iniquitous. 
He did not see that it was enforced, 
but he says: ‘You are under Roman 
law, obey it. ‘You, as authorities and 
men of influence, ought to see that ‘ft 
is obeyed.’ 
the persecuted and oppressed church 
at Rome. ‘Be only set to the higher 
powers—if you resist you are resisting 
the ordinance of God.’ 

A Bad Law Is Better Than Anarchy. 

“What is the condition in our city? 
A very large part of our citizens are 
law-abiding, but have we not allowed 
some fcr gain and pleasure to violate 
some of our most valuable laws, 

“In 1907 the lewislature of Georgia 
_ Passed a prohibition law. In strongest 
terms is prohibited the manufacture, 
sale, keeping or even giving away of 
any alcoholic, spiritous, malt or intox. 
fcating liquors or other drinks, which, 
ff drunk to excess, will produce intox- 
ication. 

“This law is on the statute books. 

Prohi Law Violated. 

a public meeting recently, at 
which a number of prominent minis- 
ters and laymen were present, the 
charge -was made that it was being 
vie ited by nearly every near beer 
se. er in Atlanta. Not one word of 
denial was heard. If untrue, it could 
have easily been disproved. 

“For the first six months of 1908 
there were 792 arrests for drunken- 
ness. In 1909 there were 1,875. The 
percentage of alcohol was increased, 
and the law is nullified. You may not 
like the law—you may think it a bad 
one—but there it is—and public opin- 
ion ought to demand its enforcement.

Is the Bible Excluded?f 


“Again: The code of 1895, section 5, 
paragraph 1365, on the text-books of 
@ur public schools, says: ‘Provided 
that the Bible shall not be excluded 
from the common or public schools of 
the state.’ 

‘Is it, or is it not? Credible wit- 
nesses tell me it is not mentioned. 
Please note we are not living in a 
state that refuses by statute to use 
the Bible, or even ignores the ques- 
tion, but demands it shall be used. 

“We have denied to our children the 
truest history, the noblest morality. 
Why? Somebody objects. Well, some- 
body will object to anything. They ob- 
ject to the Ten Commandments, the 
twenty-third Psalm, the Sermon on the 
Mount, the thirteenth of First Corinth- 
fans.

“Don't know much about Réno, Ne- 
vada, do you?

Something About Reno, 

“Why.” he continued, “down. south 
reople know little about Reno and for 
that matter the state of Nevada.

I got off the train once at Den- 
ver, which is only 5,000 feet above sea 
level, a for a time could hardly get 
my brea the air was so light and 
free from moisture.

It was 
settled in 1868, but not incorporated 
until 1903. The last census, 1900, gave 
it 4,500 people. They claim now 16,000. 
It is the largest town in Nevada, a 
state that has fewer people in it than 
any state in the world. It had only 
42,000 odd people in 1900. But it’s a 
mistake to suppose that Reno is alto- 
gether rough. It is an important com- 
mercial and manufacturing poirt on 
the Southern Pacific main line, has a 
Carnegie library, a big hospital and is 
the seat of the University of Nevada. 


The surrounding section is great for 
stock. The last time I was there was 
in 1901. + Coming out of the great 
Sierra mountains the train stopped at’! 
Reno early at night. It was raining 
bull frogs, but I jumped off and ran 
Over to a restaurant and got a big 
roast-beef sandwich.

Some Big Money. 

Carson City is near Nevada, ain't it? 

“Thirty miles this side,” said the old’ 
sport.

How About a Fake? 

Govenor Gillett thought it would be 
a fake, didn’t he? 

“Yes, he said so, and gave that as 
One reason for stopping it. Now a fake 
is not a real fight—only a make-be- 
lieve, and, therefore, could be a viola- 
tion of no law. 

Will it be on the square? 

“I think so, emphatically,” said the 
old sport—‘‘there is not enough money 
in the world to get a man like Jim 
Jeffries to throw a fight. And even 
Johnson has never shown a disposi- 
tion to throw one, as far as I know. 
If money would induce him to ‘throw,’ 
why didn’t he ‘throw’ the Ketchel 
fight? When he fought Burns in Aus- 
tralia, I learn that Burns got about 
$40,000, and Johnson about $7,000, a!- 
though the negro won. It seems to 
me that if Johnson ever wanted to 
‘throw’ a fight, that was his chance 
to make money by the operation. My 
great reason for thinking that the big 
mill will not be ‘thrown’ is that, iu 
the first place, both men mean busi- 
ness and the winner will get more 
money by winning than could possibly 
be gotten by losing. Besides, it is clean 
out of the question that Jeffries would 
do anything but the square, honest 
thing. And even if Johnson—mind you, 
I don't say he could be—should be 
tempted to ‘fake,’ the fact that he hoids 
the championship belt—would save him 
from yielding to the temptation, be- 
cause it is a great trophy, and a negro 
with the barbaric love of glory in 
his soul thinks more of this symbol of a 
victory the champin belt of the 
world than of ever so much money. 
That is my view. But, aside from all 
that, it would not be safe to ‘fake’ a 
fight like that which will take place 
at Reno. Any effort at a make-be- 
lieve would be instantly detected, and 
the people who have put ‘their hun- 
dreds of thousands on it wouldn't stand 
for it a minute.” 

“Is There Danger of Injury? 

Any danger of grave injury in this 
battle? I asked. 

‘Not a bit,” laughed the old Sport. 
“These great gladiators of the ring are 
too well fortified against physical hurt. 
That was the object of their long, 
scientific and elaborate training. The 
man that’s knocked out, if such there 
be, won't suffer as much as two heavy 
citizens would who might take a 
fisticuff on the street without any 
training.

That was a great day in Jacksonville. 
Governor Mitchell, of Florida, was dead 
against the fight. An injunction was 
gotten out against it. The military 
were ordered to Jacksonville. The 
injunction was heard by the judge, T 
forget his name, at the courthouse, 


which was packed. That was about 
11 o’clock in the morning. The in- 
junction was dismissed. It seems there 
was no law in Florida against prize 
fights and the judge declared that the 
clause in the constitution to the ef- 
fect that “two men shall not meet 
by agreement to fight,” referred to 
duels. 

“The admission to that fight was 
$20, ana my recollection is that the 
newspaper boys had to pay, too. The 
roasts that went all over the country 
made it a nation of hot air for a few 
days. 

“After the injunction had been dis- 
missed, everybody got in a good hu- 
mor, and many of the soldier boys 
went with the crowd and took in the 
fight. It was only three rounds—a 
round is three minutes. Nearly $7 for 
three minutes of a prize fight, is pret- 
ty stéep, but prize fights always did 
come high. 

“The Jeffries-Johnson fight will cost 
a little. The fare from Atlanta will be 
$80.50, round trip—no more, but. of 
course, this doesn’t include sleeping 
car fare. Reno is on the main line 
of the Southern Pacific. Already a 
number of people from Atlanta and 
other parts of Georgia have departed 
for the fight. I’m told that a special 
train will carry people from Birming- 
ham to Reno. 

“Ringside seats in the arena are 
$40 and $50. Seats. further out are $25 
to $35, and seats away back are from 
$5 to $15. For the $80.50 ticket I hear 
that tourists can make the loop, that 
is to sav, go via the Southern Pacific 
to Reno and return through San Fran- 
cisco via the Southern Pacific, Frisco 
or Santa Fe routes, back to Georgia, 
tickets being good through October.

Congregation Expresses 
Regret at Decision. 


Pastor of Grant Park Baptist 
Church Tells Congregation 
His Mind Has Not Changed 
Since Announcement of Week 
Ago---Price Defends Pastor. 


Rev. Dempsey 8. Edenfleld told the 
members of the Grand Park Baptist 


church last night that it would be im-‘ 


possible for him to remain as their 
pastor, despite the fact that a week 
ago his resignation was refused. 

His relation as pastor to the church 
ceased with the sermon he preached 
following this announcement, and the 
services were in the nature of farewell 
expressions between Mr. Edenfield and 
his former congregation. 

Although the vote on acceptance of 
his resignation Sunday night a week 
ago stood 47 against 45 for, by a rising 
vote the church unanimously expressed 
sincere regret at their pastor’s defi- 
nite announcement that he could no 
longer be with them. 

Expresses Appreciation. 

The farewell services gave no indi- 
cation that the membership stood 4di- 
vided into two opposing factions, and 
Mr. Edenfield expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the good will shown. 

Mr. Edenfield, {n making his an- 
nouncement of quitting as pastor, stat- 
ed that his mind had not changed 
since he had tendered his. resignation 
in a formal manner on the previous 
occasion. , 

He said that he felt the call of 
Providence prompted him in the course 
he was pursuing and that he thought 
that it was for the best interests of 
the church that he leave. 

He deplored the divided condition of 
the church and urged that unity be 
restored. He said that the field for 
good work at the Grant Park church 
was excellent and that to allow its 
energies to be impaired by interna] 
differences would mean its death. 

Following the farewell sermon, 
Chairman Hardeman, of the board of 
deacons, secured the attention of the 
congregation and paid the _ retiring 
pastor a glowing tribute. At his call 
the congregation arose and unanimously 
expressed its regret upon the pastor’s 
action. 

E. M. Price, treasurer of the church, 
took occasion to make a denial of a 
statement of one of the members at 
the conference last Sunday night to the 
effect that Mr. Edenfieid had reduced 
the church to an open air institution 
with a debt of $5,000 over it. 

Minister Not Responsible. 

He stated that Mr. Edenfield was in 
no wise responsible for the church's 
finances and that on the other hand 
Mr. Edenfield had devoted a large 
amount of his time in raising money to 
clear the indebtedness under which the 
church suffered. 

He read a prepared statement from 
the church recor@ shdOwing that the 
expenditures since organization in 1907 
amounted to $11,591.30. The indebted- 
ness in May. 1907, a short while after 
Mr. Edenfield became pastor, was 
$7,100, and the present indebtedness 
amounted to $5,387.15, showing, said 
Mr. Price, that Mr. Edenfield was not 
responsible for the church’s financial 
condition. The church property, locat- 
ed at the corner of Georgia avenue 
and Grant street, is Worth $8,000. 

Mr. Edenfield will take a rest of sev- 
eral weeks and later will probably fill 
an engagement to carry on a revival 
in south Georgia.

But nobody 
would think seriously of suppressing 
this great game because some play- 
ers get killeqd and wounded occasion- 
ally; as the people would not think of 
tearing uv the railroad tracks be- 
cause several! thousand people a year 
get Killed, or maimed in wrecks. 

The Point. 

“Then why not regulate prizefights 
in a way to make them least danger- 
ous just like Mr. Roosevelt favored 
regulating the game cf football? Now 
and then a baseball player gets killed 
Players get hurt every day in games, 
sometimes seriously. But what a how: 
would go up from 40,000,000 fans if 
congress should pass a law forbidding 
baseball?” 

The Manly Art of Self-Defense. 
What would you have? I asked. 
“This,” said the old sport impressive- 

ly. “In our great athletic clubs young 
men are taught to box—the manly art 
of self-defense. This is right. It gives 
them skill] and strength, and is a grand 
exercise. Why not have this: 

“Let the great art of boxing be 
taught in the great school systems of 
this country, and, my word for it, asa 
our young men learn to defend them- 
selves with the weapons that nature 
has given them, the pistol and the 
knife will gradually be discarded. 
Boxing, properly taught in the schools 
would help the just crusade now being 
made against concealed weapons. It 
would serve as the handmaiden to a 
higher civilization. 

“The art of boxing is a great leveler. 
It makes the little man a match for 
the dig man. How much better. on 
being insulted, to give a man a robust, 
healthy pummelling than to cut oi: 
shoot him! 

“The late Robert Lambkin used tu 
say that the Almighty wou'd not hav- 
made chickens game if He had no: 
intended that they should fight, 

“Men have fought: men do fight; men 
will fight to the end of time! 

“If. we must fight, sometimes, at 
least, let us be boxers, and not shoot- 
ers. It is better, and far less danger- 
ous.

UP TO THE-LEGISLATURE TO “DIG? 


It is up to the state to “go down in its jeans,” and way down 
at that, if Georgia’s Sanitarium for thé Insane is to be rescued from 
dilapidation, placed upon a modern basis of humaneness and efficiency 
and prevented from bringing the state into disrepute throughout the 


country. 
These are the inferences from the sixty-sixth annual report of 


the trustees, submitted recently by the governor to the general as- 


sembly. 

Either sufficient funds must forthwith be appropriated to re- 
trieve the disgraceful deterioration of the plant— 

Or the state must go on record before its own people and the 
country as being indifferent to the welfare of that pitiful class that 
congests the buildings at Milledgeville. 

The report shows that the per capita cost per patient of up- 
keep, covering subsistence, medical attention, medical supplies, 
salaries, wages and other items, was 37.28 cents for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1909. ; 

This is the lowest cost of maintenance of any similar public in- 
stitution in the country. 

It is absolutely impossible to give these unfortunates the at- 
tention they deserve, to handle them with the efficiency and hu- 
maneness and intelligence taught by twentieth century science, or 
to give the curable a fair chance at recovery upon these conditions. 

The trustees ask that appropriations be increased in such a 
ratio that the daily per capita allowance may be 50 cents. 

That would provide not only the best possible treatment, short 
of which Georgia cannot afford to stop, but it would as well provide 
a nucleus for minor repairs absolutely needed. 

That is the first count, andfit is urgent, considering the in- 
creased cost of living and the development of modern methods, both 
of which Georgia has disregarded in her policy toward the Milledge- 
ville Sanitarium. 

The other count is equally important. The trustees outline 
special appropriations for repairs and extensions and improvements 
that at first glance appear formidable. 

- It is in effect the sum total, in statistics, of the neglect of the 
state visited upon the institution for years, and expressed now in 
the accumulated demand for restriction. 

It is the simple business question of providing sufficient money 
to repair and enlarge the buildings even now swiftly decaying, or, 
in a few years, of substituting entirely new buildings at a cost sever- 
al times in excess of the amount at present required. 

The architectural junk that now comprises the equipment of 
the state at Milledgeville will not much longer hold together. Patch- 
work has reached its limitations. 

Unless radical remodelling and rebuilding is inaugurated, as 


urged by the trustees, Georgia will in a few years face the necessity! 


of constructing a new sanitarium from the ground up. 

That is a serious problem confronting the general assembly. 
The watch-dogs of the treasury may scream “economy,” but if the 
state does not dig down in its jeans, and dig deep, it will perpetrate 
a wanton extravagance! }

The Manufacturers’ Record, of Baltimore, uses a placard in the 
office of the Postal Telegraph-Cable Company in Atlanta as the 
text for a neat little sermon on the importance of business courtesy. 

The writer quotes the placard, which enjoins courtesy as be- 
tween the employee and the public, and then argues: 


‘*This ecard, Or one similar to it, should be printed in the boldest 
type available and put in the most conspicious place in every office of 
every corporation dealing with the public. It ig bad enough to find a 
lack of courtesy anywhere, but when it is found in the offices of semi- 
publie corporations it is doubly an evil, for it arouses a spirit of hos- 
tility that naturally seeks some outlet, even though it be blindly wield- 
ing a club in the dark, hoping to be able to smash some officia] head 
through legislation or otherwise.’’ 


It used to be a familiar axiom that corporations were born 
minus souls. Certain it is, none of them were born without brains, 
and one of the first urgings of a well-regulated specimen of the lat- 
ter would be the wisdom of handling the public with gloves. 

Mr. Edmonds will inspire reminiscence in many people when 
he refers to the brusk manner used by many corporation employees. 
We use the word “reminiscence” advisedly. For in recent vears 
the corporations have learned, or are learning, the lesson. : 

As a rule, the discourteous emplowee is now less trequent than 
the servant who greets the public with that ordinary consideration 
business men exact in the daily routine. 

It must not be forgotten, in this respect, that the obligation is 
mutual. Patrons cannot legitimately complain of abruptness from 
corporation servants if their own manner invites such treatment. 

In other words, it becomes every day more apparent that public 
estimate of the golden rule has been elevated from the position of a 
platitude to that high significance in ethics and <ense it has always 
rcepresentet :

Finally both negroes fell 
unconscious in the street, and when the 
police arrived they were still iying 
there,the crowd keeping ata respect- 
ful distance.

Preaches a Sermon on' 
“The Worth of a Child.” 


Pastor Urges on Legislature the 
Importance of Establishing a 
State School Commission Made 
Up of Competent Educators. 


Interesting Figures Given. 


“Prepare ye the way of the Lord; 

make his paths straight.” 
Matthew Wi, 3. 

In his sermonat Park Street Metho- 
dist church yesterday morning Dr. J. W. 
Lee declared that, “Sixty-two thousand 
five hundred children are born in Geor- 
gig every year. In every single one of 
them,” he said, “we have a fresh be- 
ginning of individual human life. 

“Among the lower animals, each in- 
dividual inherits. the habits and ac- 
complishments of the species. One 
black bird has as much sense as all 
black birds put together. He comes 
out of the eg@ fully equipped for a 
career. He begins life with a com- 
plete black bird education. . The pur- 
pose at the bottom of a ck bird’s 
nature is fully met in securing the 
worms and berries it must eat, in order 
to live. Among black birds, every- 
thing is due to heredity and nothing 
to environment. Its entire nature 
would get itself expressed just as well 
among eagles, or owls, or crows, as 
among birds of its own species. 


Acquired After Death. 

“Among human beings each indi- 
vidual at birth is in possession of only 
the physical traits of his parents. In 
this respect he igs on a level with the 
lower animals. But every accomplish- 
ment and furnishment and habit that 
goes to make a child human and moral 
and intelligent must be acquired after 
birth. What he becomes after opening 
his eyes to the light of existence on 
earth, is determined by his companion- 
ship and his training. The child, es- 
sentially, is not an animal, but a spirit. 
The essential and deepest element in a 
child’s nature comes not from the 
earth, but from God, the Father of 
Spirits. In so far, therefore, as a child 
is a spirit and not an animal, he is a 
fresh beginning. In this truth lies the 
hope of the future. If young human 
beings were but stereotyped plates of 
past generations, as squirrels are of 
the squirrel species, then man would 
have been as stationary and non-pro- 
gressive as squirrels are. 

“The 62,500 Georgians who have 
landed in this commonwealth in the 
last 12 months come to us straight 
from God. They come with the image 
of God, as so many embers of primeval 
fires at the bottom of their lives. 

“Let us consider the value of 62,500 
such immigrants from eternity. In order 
to get an idea of the worth of so 
many let us dwell for a moment on 
the value of a single child. 

Worth of Two Men. 

“Mr. Clark Howell gave me, the 
other day, the figures, showing the 
comparison between the worth of Max 
Jukes and Jonathan Edwards. Jona- 
than Edwards was born in Connecti- 
cut, in 1703. One hundred and ninety- 
seven years after his birth, just 10 
years ago, 1,394 of his descendants 
were identified, of whom 13 were 
presidents of great universities. 65 
were professors of great universities, 
60 were doctors of medicine, 100 were 
clergymen or missionaries, 75 were of- 
flcers in the army or navy, 60 were 
prominent authors, 100 were lawyers, 
80 were judges, 80 had held public 
office, including one vice president of 
the United States; 3 were United 
States senators, 1 was president of a 
great steamship company, several were 
governors, nembers of congrees, fram- 
ers of state constitutions, mavors of 
cities and ministers to foreign courts. 
Fifteen railroads, many banks, insur- 
ance companies and great industria! 
enterprises have been indebted to their 
management. Thirty-three American 
states, several foreign countries, 92 
American cities and many foreign 
cities have benefited by the beneficent 
influence of Jonathan Edward's fam- 
lly. Who can estimate the value of a 
child like Jonathan Fdwardas? Yet, 
left ignorant, he would have had a 
very different record 197 years after 
his birth. The possibilities of good in 
every child should inspire us with 
hope. But the possibilities of evil in 
every child should stir us to action. 

“Max Jukes, of the notorious Jukes 
family, was born in 1720, 17 years after 
the birth of Jonathan Edwards. He 
was not educated; he wag neglected; 
Ne grew up without being trained to 
habits of industry. He became lazy 
and a drunkard, The machinery of his 
life not being taught to turn out good 
results, did not stand still, but turned 
out results so enormous on the side of 
all that is bad that his case alone 
should cause everyone to think seri- 
ously of the consequences of neglect- 
ing children. 

Descendants of Max Jukes. 

“The descendants of Max Jukes have 
been identified as follows: Three hun- 
dred and ten in poorhouses;: 300 died in 
childhood; 440 were viciously diseased; 
400 were physical wrecks as a result 
of their own wickedness; 50 were no- 
torious for thelr immorality; 7 were 
murderers; 60 were habitual thieves and 
spent an average of 12 years each in 
prison; 130 were convicted more or 
less often of crimes. Not one of this 
man’s descendants ever contributed to 
the public welfare, but, on the other 
hand, each one of them is declared to 
have cost the public over $1,000, or all 
of them a total of $1,250,000. It has 
been 190 years since Max Jukes came 
to the world. Like every other child 
he came made in the image of God, 
but he was neglected—the way of the 
Lord was not prepared in his intellect 
in his will or in his heart, and 
hence, instead of a blessing, he was a 
curse to the world. Had Max Jukes 
seen the light, as a baby, in the home 
into which Jonathan Edwards came 
fram heaven as a baby, and had Jona- 
than Edwards been born in the home 
in which Max Jukes first saw the light, 
and then ncgiected and starved in spir- 
it as‘ young Jukes was, who knows but 
that the figures we now write after | 
Mdwards we might be able to write 
after Jukes, and but what the figures 
we write after Jukes we might be 
able to write after Edwards.

CROWDED AUTO 
STRUCK BYCAR 


Two Persons Killed and 
Five Others Injured. 


Three of Those Injured Will 
Probably Die---The Speeding 
Auto Was Struck at Crossing 

by a Heavy Suburban Trolley

Pittsburg, Pa., June 26.—Two per 
sons were instantly killed, three ser- 
iously injured and two painfully hurt, 
when a large automobile was struck 
near Charleroi today by a heavy sub- 
urban electric car. The dead are Wm. 
H. Hamilton, aged 43 years, an under- 
taker of Roscoe, and his son, Roy, 
aged 22. 

Mr. Hamilton's wife, aged 40, his 
daughter, Annie, aged 24, and Miss 
Blanche Matheny, a cousin, aged 19, 
are in the hospital tonight with injur- 
jes which may prove fatal. Robert 
Hamilton, aged 12, deaf and dumb, and 
Mary, aged 7, are also in the hospital, 
but are expected to recover. 

The accident occurred at Beechwood 
Park crossing, about a mile south of 
Charleroi. The crossing is approached 
at a considerable down grade, and it 
is believed that Hamilton misjudged 
the speed of the approaching trolley 
car. 

The little daughter, Mary, was 
caught under the wreckage of the au- 
tomobile, which took fire, and she 
was painfully burned before Motor- 
man Weibel and several passengers 
from the car succeeded in releasing 
her. 

Weibel was slightly burned. None 
of the passengers in the trolley car 
was hurt,

The 
state school commissioner ought to be 
paid as much as the judges of the su- 
preme court receive, and they do not 
receive enough. The legislature ought 
to provide for the establishment of a 
state school conimission, made up of 
competent educators, and this commis- 
sion, with the state school commis- 
sioner at its head should administer 
the affairs of the public schoo}-—in- 
terests.

Let us throw our arms 
around this young life and encourage 
it, and inspire it and equip it for the 
vast future into which we are hasten- 
ing.

The beginning of work on the new 
theater which Joel Hurt is to erect 
on Exchange place for Klaw & Er- 
langer is of vast significance as re- 
gards to development of the business 
district of the city.

For yearg there has been a marked 
tendency on the part of the < *'s de- 
velopment to slight everything east of 
Pryor street. Just why no one seems 
to know, Possibly it {sg only another 
proof of the fact that the tendency of 
cities is to expand to the north and 
west. Be that as it may, however, the 
fact remains that in neither develop- 
ment or priceg has this section kept 
pace with certain other portions of the 
city, especially that west of Peach- 
tree street. 

Within the last few months, however, 
a change has begun to make itself 
felt; values east of Pryor have begun 
to rise with phenomenal rapidity; {m- 
provements second to those made in 
n> Part of the city are being projected 
here; owners have begun to realize 
that Ivy street {is no further from 
Peachtree than is Forsyth; and with 
inactivity in this section now a thing 
of the past, it seems that at no distant 
date the “east Pryor section” is des- 
tined to come into what is rightfully 
hers, becoming one of the city’s busiest 
centers. 


When Klaw & Erianger decided to 
build their theater east of Pryor, many 
expressed the opinion that they had 
best selected a site on the west side.

Where the rainfall has not been ex- 
cessive, as it wag in North Carolina, 
southern Georgia and in scattered lo- 
calities elsewhere east of the Missis- 
sippi river, cultivation made _ rapid 
progress and the fields are clean. The 
plant, though still small for the sea- 
son, is healthy and sturdy, and bids 
fair to rapidly overcome some of its 
lateness. In North Carolina and south- 
ern Georgia grass has become a men- 
ace, but little damage has been done 
that two weeks’ favorable weather wll! 
not overcome. 

“In Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma and 
eastern Texas there are few com-/' 
plaints. The crop did well and-is be- 
coming rapidly promising. 

“In central and western Texas rain 
is beginning to be needed, although 
up to the present time, save in the 
r ost western counties where cotton is 
grown in quantity, no important harm 
has been done the crop. In these wes- 
tern districts, however, hot winds have 
been hurtful.”’

OLD LAW OF MOSES 
HAS BEEN SATISFIED 


Says Attorney Cooper 


on Rawlins: Case. 
Attorney for Youthful Convicts 
Declares Solicitor Thomas Is 


Overzealous in His Efforts to 
Defeat Pardon. 


Macon, Ga., June 26.—(Special.) )—At- 
torney John R. Cooper, who was lead- 
ing counsel inthe defense of the 
Rawlins boys and their father, J. G. 
Rawlins, for the murder of the Carter 
children in Lowndes county two years 
ago, criticises Solicitor General Thomas, 


who represented the state in the pros- 
ecution of the famous murder cases, 
for the protest of the latter against 
the pardon for the younger Rawlinses, 
now lodged with the prison commis- 
sion of Georgia. Attorney Cooper says 
Solicitor Thomas has nothing to do 
with the case further, and his protest, 
he says, is merely a case of revenge, 
and not a defense of the state's atti- 
tude toward the boys. 

Attorney Cooper's answer to Solic- 
itor Thomas’ protest follows: 


“"s see - that H. EB. Thomas, solicitor 
general, has filed his protest wtth the 
honorable prison commission of Geor- 
gia against my application for the par- 
don of the Rawling boys. 

Appears as a Volunteer. 

“He makes the same speech in his 
petition that he made on the trial of 
the case; he gives no good reason why 
they should not be pardoned; he does 
not answer my petition, not a single 
paragraph of it. Then, too, I don’t 
think he has any right ‘to appear before 
the pardoning power of the state of 
Georgia. As 1 understand it, the du- 
ties of the solicitor general are to look 
after the prosecution-of criminal cases 
in his circuit and on appeals in the Court 
of Appeals of Georgia. There is nothing 
in the criminal code of Georgia that 
makes it the duty of Mr. Thomas to 
oppose my application for the pardon 
of the Rawlins boys.. He appears be- 
fore the pardoning power as a volun- 
teer; @g a partisan, he is representing 
revenge, he is not representing the

HIGH PRICES OF FARM PRODUCTS, 
ETC 


» A recent writer, evidently a farmer. 
in a local paper discusses very piaus-~ 
ibly and justly the relation of the 
farmer to the high prices of farm 
products. It would seem that the 
farmer should find littie occasion to 
kick at the high prices of the things 
that he is supposed to produce. We 
don’t hear any cotton grower making 
a fuss about the price of cotton, com- 
Plaining it is too high. Indeed, some 
of them think that it ought to g0 
higher, and I confess that [ don’t my- 
self understand why it does not cross 
over the 15-cent mark and play around 
16 cents for a while, as it has around 
45 cents for months past. I think it 
would do the farmer good and not 
harm. You don't hear any farmer 
complain of the price of chickens and 
eggs and good country butter. But 
when it comes to bacon and lard and 
hog products generally and flour and 
corn meal and oats and suger and 
Syrup, etc., if they don’t complain it 
is because they know that there is no 
just ground for complaint. The farm- 
er Who has plenty of home-raised meat. 
chickens, eggs and butter hag nothing 
to complain of in the prices he gets 
for these things when he sells, or the 
prices he is not ¢ompelled to pay be- 
cause he doesn’t! have to buy. But 
when it comes to \buying corn and hav 
and flour, the farmer may not audibliv 
complain, nor visibly register a kick. 
for the simple and sufficient reason 
that he has only himself to blame for 
not having some to sell instead of 2ll 
to buy. Indeed, he ought to feel like 
kicking himself. I read a story last 
night in which the incident was re- 
jated of three men, neighbors and 
friends, who had each been gullty of 
doing some foolish or ridiculous thine. 
After exchanging confidences and con- 
fessions, they reached the conclusion 
that each one should have a good kick- 
ing, and thereupon at the suggesticn 
of one of them, assented to by the 
others, Mr. A. proceeded to use the 
toe of his brogan with vigor on Mr. 
R; B passed the kick to c;- and. ¢C 
then returned the same, with interest. 
to A, after which the trio felt better— 
@s if they had expiated their guilt as 
corn-an-bacon buying farmers.

They have 
to pay railroad freights, stock vard 
charges. feed, water, weighing, broker- 
age (and cheatage”).

about % inch, cut square across and 
remove the bud, pull out the wood at- 
tachei (some do not remove the wood). 
Now raise slightly the two corners of 
the T on the stock and slip the bud 
underneath and down the slit. Then 
cut off the top of the inserted bark 
just at the top of the T, so as to 
make a neat fit, tie around the budded 
stem or branch with several turns so 
as to hold the inner surface of the 
bark attached to the bud in close con- 
tact with the wood of the stock, es- 
pecially that immediately underneath 
the eye of the bud. For this purpose 
nothing is better than a sirip of raf- 
fia, unless it be the narrow advertis- 
ing tape twine used by candy men to 
tie their little candy boxes. In my 
early experience I found nothing bet- 
ter for tying than the ravelling of @ 
woolen sock. 

I should have stated that the leaf 
that springs from below each bud 
should be cut off below its blade, leav- 
ing about % inch of the footstalk 
which serves as a handle. In a week 
or less you may know that the bud 
has “taken” by the fact that this foot- 
stalk wil] slip off with a light touch 
of the finger. Im about ten days (or 
less) the string should be loosened, or 
removed. If you wish the bud to start 
into growth you should cut off the 
top of the stock an inch or #0 above 
the bud and when the latter has well 
started cut off the stub just above the 
inserted bud. If the soil is rich and 
well cultivated this bud will grow a 
foot or more before frost, if put in 
in May, or early June, and be ready to 
“set out’ next year, and is called a 
“June bud.” Budding may commence 
as early as May if the season is for- 
ward, and continue until September, or 
as long as the bark wil! “slip.” As a 
rule during a “dry spell’ the bark 
does not siip, or rise, easily from the 
wood, and the operation must be de- 
ferred until after a good rainfalll. 

Peaches and plums and some other 
trees are more easily and successfully 
budded; apples, pears, grapes, etc., are 
more easily gratted. 

Only those kinds of trees that 
neariy related botanically may be 
budded or grafted, the one onto the 
other. Peach may be budded or plum 
stocks, and vice versa; pecan on hick- 
ory and walnut: chestnut on chinqua- 
pin; pear on apple and both on the 
haw. But we cannot bud, or graft a 
peach, or apple, or plum, on a per- 
simmon, nor a pecan on a/chestnut,

CROPS JN PULASKI COUNTY. 

J. G. Coody, Finleyson, Ga., writes. 
Cotton is just about ruined by rain 
and grass. It has rained here for the 
last ten days and is still raining. Corn 
is doing fairly well, but there will be 
the smallest cotton yield here that we 
have had in some time. The farmers 
are badly behind in cultivating their 
crops and are in the grass up to their 
eves.

BUDDING PEACH AND OTHER TREES 

Phil M. Padgett, Williams, 8. C.; 
Kindly advise how to bud peach trees 
through The Constitution. How old 
should the stock be? Thanking you 
in advance, etc. ’ 
' Answer—The operation 
is best explained by the aid of fllus- 
trations. but I think I can make it 
plain without their help. Of course it 
is understood that budding consfsts 
essentially of removing a bud with 
a simali piece of bark attached from 
the current vear’s growth a tree 
of the variety it is desired to propa- 
gate and inserting the bud into a 
seeding of the same year, or into a 
ene or two-year-old branch of a ma- 
ture tree. The stock into which the 
bud is to be inserted is usually a seed- 
ling of the same year's planting, say 
about the size (near the ground) of a 
smali lead pencil. The common method 
of budding is called “shield,” or “T,” 
budding. A very sharp knife, made 
especially for the purpose and called a 
budding knife, is the best, but a 
good-tempered and well - sharpened 
smali-bladed pocketKnife, or a shoe- 
maker's knife will do very well. With 
the knife make an incision just through 
the bark In the form of the letter T, 
about % to % inches, selecting a 
smooth place near the ground as 
you can conveniently work. Cut 
squarely through the bark across the 
top of the perpendicular slit about 
1-3 of an inch, forming the top of the 
T. Now for the bud select a fairly- 
matured branch of this year’s growth 
and choose a bud from the lower part, 
preferably one that does not show 
double or trible points (these latter 
are fruit-buds), but one that is single 
—called a “wood-bud.”" Start the knife 
about % of an inch below the select- 
ed bud, cut upward under the bud deep 
enough to get a little of the wood

PROFLIFIC WHEAT AND OATS.

Answer—The wheat may be a new 
sport or it may be from a chance grain 
of a variety known as the multi-head 
Wheat, because it has little branch 
heads springing from the main head. 
Practically all pew varieties of wheat 
are but selections and development 
of “sports” that occasfonally appear in 
almost any field of wheat. I advise 
you to save as many of such heads as 
may be convenient and see what they 
will do another year.

pleased to see your writings in the 
June 6 issue about raising hogs. I 
have been a persistent writer, urging 
the “no meat farmer” to raise his own 


man farms for unless to raise his 
living at home, and especially his ba- 
con. I got a start in the heg business 
a year ago last winter by fencing up 
three good lots with fresh spring wa- 
ter in each of them, and have set one 
in Bermuda. I bought five common 
pigs to make my meat this year; also 
a bred gilt, costing $18. She farrow- 
ed last June seven fine pigs, four of 
which I sold for $6 each. As the sow’ 
did not suit me I sold her for $25 and 
now I have four gilts. Two of them 
will bring litters in September and 
all four next spring. I can sel) every 
pig at § weeks old for $3.50 to $5 each. 
The main thing’is to have seme kind 
of pasture for them. We can raise 
crimson clover, Japan clover, 
sorghum, corn, peanuts and many other 
crops, no matter what kind of land. 
My meat for this year has not cost me 
over 6 cents and I can make it much 
cheaper hereafter. If one is renting 
land the iandlord will let you have a 
small plot of land for hogs, and if he 
owns his farm he has no excuse. By 
all means use one of the standard 
breeds. I wish every reader could see 
six pigs in my lot, all the same age, 
all fed and attended to alike. Three 
of them are pure Duroc Jerseys and 
three razor-backs. The Durocs are 
fai and wi!1 weigh 50 pounds each at 10 
weeks old. I[t will take nearly two 
razor-backs to weigh that. Il bought 
the six, paid $5 each for the Duraes 
and $2 each for the others. Some men 
say the hog is always dying Out. I 
have never had a sick hog since I have 
kept a mixture of hardwood ashes, 
charcoal and salt where they can help 
themselves. 

I note so many farmers lamenting 
the high price of meat. I don’t know 
that they deserve much sympathy, 
since they could raise their own meat 
so cheaply. So they also could raise 
their wheat. Last fall I sowed 3 
acres of good land in wheat and it 
will make flour to do my family (six 
of us) a year, and it won't cost me 50 
cents a bushel. I don't see Why the 
farmer is lying awake nights to solve 
the high living probiem, but the agri- 
cultura! press is full of lamenting let- 
ters because farm products is high. So 
much written about the boys going to 
the cities. My heavens, let every one 
go that wants to go. He is po account 
on the farm if he is city bent.

PREPARING CORN LAND... 

D. F. Pence, Dunbar, 8. C.: I am a 
subscriber to The Constitution and have 
just finished reading your article on 
good plowing, which appeared in yes- 
terday’s paper. Please give me your 
plan for preparing land for corn and 
cotton, and tell me which is the besi 
two-horse cultivator to use. I work 
with a man that runs a 30-horse farm. 
There isn't cultivator on the place. 
All the plowing is done with sweeps 
and scooter. We are always behind 
with the plowing. I know there is a 
better way. I want to farm for my- 
self next year, and would like to do it 
the way that will pay me the best. 

Pardon me for asking you 50 many 
question, I am living in Marlooro 
county, the county that makes such fine 
cotton, and it will no doubt seem 
strange that I ask how to farm. There 
are very few up-to-date farmers In 
this county. They. make big crops by 
using from 1,000 to 1,500 pounds ot 
fertilizer to the acre. Our crops are 
small] for the time of year. Cotton will 
average about 6 inches. It has been 
too wet to plow for ten days, and I 
iook for the grass to run away with 
the nigger and the sweep, going three 
times to the row. How nice it would 
be if we could plow a row at every 
trip. | 

Answer—For many years I have 
advised a rotation of crops, &s fol- 
lows: First year, say commence 
with small grain (mainly oats), 
liberally fertilize and = iollow im- 
mediately by cow peas, also fertiliz- 
ed, and the vine made into hay. Turn 
over the pea stubble in Octover to 
November and harrow in rye, or com- 
mon clover or vetch, a8 a cover Crop, 
to be turned under in March. sec-

Answer—(1) I could not sav exactly 
What would be best to do with the 
sifalfa without seeing the present con- 
dition. However, I do not think you 
may safely rely on plowing and har- 
rowing without-re-seeding. If you do 
not mow it this season. it ‘s probable 
that you will grow as many grass and 
weed seeds, if not more, than of al- 
falfa. On the whole, I am inel'ned 
to the opinion that it wonld be better 
‘oO mow it regularly, and in October 
~e-sow the thir spots and harrow the 
whole. Don't fa‘l to apply a lib- 
eral amount of 10—4, or 8—4 acid and 
potash next February. 

Alfalfa and Lucerne are one and 
the same. See editorial on the sub- 
ject in the ‘ssue of June 20.

- RUST OF CORN. 

Subscriber, Waynesboro, Miss.—I 
have 5 acres of corn and it has got 
the rust just like wheat or oats, and 
I want a remedy for it. I have got my 
corn about 15 inches apart in arill, 4- 
foot rows. and fertilized with barnyard 
and commercial fertilizer, rather heav- 
ily.

rather close grown. The rust on corn 
is just on the leaves so far, and I want 
to stop it before it gets on stalk. Hope 
to see an answer in next issue. 

Answer—Red rust on Indian corn is 
certainly very rare occurrence. I 
have seen # but once in my experience 
and that was many years ago on a 
piece. of very late corn. My recolleg- 
tion is that the injury to the yield was 
very slight. ifjany at all. I have not 
been able to find any mention of the 
fungus attacking corn in any of the 
books with! my reach. There are 
two distinct’ species of rust that at- 
tack wheat, oats, rye and barley. One 
of these aigacks the blades only and 
does little or no injury to the grain: 
the other attacks the stems and is 
often very destructive. I think it is 
the blade species that sometimes at- 
tacks corn. As there is no remedy for 
rust on the small grains (except to 
plant resistant varieties) so there is 
none for rust or corn so far as I know. 


WARTS ON COW. 

R. W. Ogles, Goldville, Ala.—I have 
a year-old heifer that has three large 
warts on her belly, just come there 
this year. Will you give me a sure 
and simple remedy through The At- 
lanta Constitution that will removes 
them? Thanking you in advance for 
the information. 

Answer—There are a number of sim- 
ple cures for warts that are generally 
effective. The simplest is te keep the 
Wart well greased by a daily applica- 
tion of grease or ol] of some kind. 
Some recommend a “meat skin” for 
the purpose, but the majority prefer 
castor oil. A quicker remedy is to cut 
the wart off with a knife or scissors, 
clese to the body and when it stops 
bleeding touch the stump lightly with 
lunar caustic, or pulverized bluestone.

A WASHY MULE. 

Ww. S. B.. Stilscn, Ga.—I have a fine

Answer—It should be understood 
that “washiness” of a horse or mule, 
by which term we mean a constant 
disposition to looseness of the bowels 
and diarrhoea, is the result of a con- 
stitutional weakness of the digestive 
apparatus of the animal, and there is 
no real cure for it. By constant atten- 
tion to feeding and watering, much 
may be done to alleviate the trouble. 
Fast or road work aggravates it. Tha 
animal should have the best of food 
and pure, clean water to drink.. It 
should be fed regularly three times a 
day. being careful to water before 
feeding and not immediately after, nor 
should it be put to work within less 


feeding. If there is much flatulency 
give one or two tablespoonfuls of com- 
mon soda. If thé discharges are of bad 
odor give one ounce of sulphate of 
soda or dram doses of creolin in water 
twice a day. 


HOG CROPS IN SOUTHWEST GEOR- 
GIA : 


A. S. J., Faircloth, Ga.—I wish to di- 
vide a fleld of about 100 acres into 
four sections of about~25 acres each. 
Have an artisan well about in center 
of field to furnish water for the four 
sections. Deep, light, gray, sandy sofl 
with little or no clay foundation, but 
when fertilized makes good corn and 
groundpeas. For winter graze think 
of sowing section 1 in oats in October 
and part of same lot in Dwarf Essex 
rape. Turnon about January 1, graze 
until about July or August and at this 
time have section 2 ready with Spanish 
peanuts. Graze until about October 
and have section 3 ready with late 
groundpeas. Graze until January ‘and 
wind up on corn. Section 4 planted to 
corn and velvet beans. Back from sec- 
tions 3 and 4 to section 1 again, which 
should have been planted to oat& and 


rape after Spanish. peanuts. 

. What do you think of this plan? 
How would it do to get @ good boar 
and cross, say, Poland China with the 
hative sow?

Any suggestion you may see fit to 
make will be appreciated. 

Answer—I do not at the moment 
see any objection to your plan. The 
victory is half won when a fabmer de- 
termines: (1) To raise his own bacon: 
(2) to go about it in a businesslike 
way, or according to a weil-considered' 
plan and to get the best breeding stock 
within his reach. The best plan may 
fail in one or more particulars, on ac- 
tual trial, but there will be room for 
improvement, suggested changes in de- 
tails, ete., but go ahead and mount 
the little hills of difficulty as thev 
present themselves or find a wavy 
around them. 3 

[t is important to have a thorough- 
bred-boar, whatever the breed, ‘but not 
so essential to have thoroughbred sows 
except for the purpose of keeping } 
up the purity of the strain for stock 
breeding. The half breeds thus se- 
cured make fine pork and bacon hogs. 
Large, healthy sows of common stock, 
as a rule, are safer breeders, have 
more pigs and make better mothers.

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TIMOTHY GRASS IN LOUISIANA. 

J. T. Harris. Athens, La—I have 
four acres of land that is very rich 
that I would like to sow to timothy 
and other grasses for a meadow. I 
see that timothy grows nicely here. 
If rou would suggest the varieties of 
seed that would come to the mow 
about the same time. it would be much 
appreciated, and what time to saw 
and how much to the acre. 

Answer—The following kinds and 
quantities of different grasses mav be 
sown together for hay: (1) Timothy, 
12 pounds; Red clover, 4 pounds; Al)- 
sike clover, 2 pounds. (2) Timothy, 
16 pounds; Red Top, 16 pounds; Red 
clover, 4 pounds. Sow in September 
or October. You may well increase 
the quantity of each variety above 
&iven by one-third more. 

The best authority within my reach 
(Dr. D. L. Rhares, late of Mississippi) 
does not strongly recommend timothv 
for the south, although it succeeds 
well on rich, moist soils, It exhausts 
the soil on which it grows very rapid- 
ly, being a shallow-rooted plant, which 
may be prevented by manuring. He 
also says that “in mowing timothy it 
Should be cut above the second joint 
as it then recovers more promptly 
than when cut close to the ground.”

Very often a radical (but gradual) 
se of food and pure water will be 
that is necessary. Measles in a 
hog is sometimes accompanied by a 
diarrhoea, but it does not appear fron 
your description that. it is measles. 
Give a dose of 1 to 1% ozs. of Epsorn 
Salts (2 ozs. to the sow) in a little 
water. When this has operated if the 
Scours does not cease. give 5 to 20 
drops each of jaudanum and spirits of 
camphor. The turpentine treatment is 
very good. Change the food and be 
sure that the drinking water is clean, 

For the gapes, first separate the 
well from the sick and clean up coop, 
pens and houses where they have been.
